Strike threats have increased steadily in the last few months as tne 


rontrat-t system of "farming out" railroad work spread. About 1,600 men 
in the shops of the Western Maryland railroad are now on strike as a result 
of a contract given by the road to a repair company to perform all shop- 


The principles of Wednesday's decision, the board said, will apply to 


all future contract decisions. 
There are now 37 cases pending before the 


board. 
Won't Affect Strike Vote 


At the shop crafts unions' recent convention here, a strike ballot was 


ordered on the contract question and on the elimination of time and one 
half for overtime—a rule eliminated by the board last fall. 
The contract 


decision will not affect the strike vote, shop union officials said today.

The peace, the dignity, the im- 
pression of sanctity with which all churches 
are somehow imbued are the most valuable in- 
fluences of every proper church service. Not 
the most eloquent pulpit orator in the country 
could be such a power for good as the mere 
spirit of worship which pervades a building 
consecrated to worship of the Almighty. If 
his audience sat around in shirt-sleeves, isolat- 
ed in the environment of their daily practical 
existence, to hear him, a great part of his effec- 
tiveness would vanish with its proper back- 
ground. One gets out of one's daily routine by 
going to church. There is quiet, there is ma- 
jestic music, there is calm and dignity. The 
very surroundings and setting of the service 
unconsciously impress one with the feeling that 
this is a high and holy place. The calculations 
snd petty complexities of day-to-clay life can- 
not easily follow one to the church. One's mind 
is freed, in proportion to his spiritual capacity, 
from the material. Thus do we receive the 
greatest of the benefits which the traditional 
form of church service confers upon its par- 
ticipants. The radio is a great step forward 
in civilized achievement, but if it shall ever re- 
place public worship of God in God's house it 
will be more of an evil in respect of religion 
than it will be a blessing, except to those who 
are1 for some reason unable to attend church 
in person.

Genoa Makes Headway 


TRISES continue to make the best-advertised 
^ feature of the Genoa conference, but there 
may be something more substantial than crises 
develop from it ultimately, one hopes, in. view 
of the very promising and apparently satis- 
factory agreement which has been reached at 
Genoa by the Germans and Poles over the mat- 
ter of Upper Silesia. Six months ago Germany 
and Poland were on the edge of war over this 
area, claimed by'each as the result of a plebis- 
cite which settled very little, and an action 
presumably based on the prebiscite by an allied 
commission, which decision satisfied 
neither 


party and seemed only to make matters worse. 
It was necessary to rush French, British and 
Italian troops into Silesia to keep the peace, 
and on the whole it looked like a most danger- 
ous situation. 


Now the peril is passed with an agreement 


whereby the Germans and Poles mutually rec- 
ognize the political sovereignty of each other 
in the districts assigned them by the decision, 
and agree not to interfere with the economic 
unity of the region. In plain English, neither 
side will erect a tariff wall to bar out the pro- 
ducts of the region produced in the territory 
owned by the other. Thus the natural affinity 
between Upper Silesian iron ore and coal will 
be maintained, and each side will profit by'it. 
This seems an eminently sensible solution, since 
neither Germany nor Poland could agree to 
permitting the possession of the entire district 
to go to the other. It indicates, perhaps, one 
way in which economic reconstruction of En-, 
rope could be vastly hastened all through the 
central and eastern portions, where each little 
"succession state" has put up tariff bars and 
practically strangled its own trade and that of 
its neighbors.
